weeks. Scheele said one error was 
that manufacturers had not re- 
ported batches which were found 
o be bad. 
They had only reported their 


successful batches, and not sent 
reports on those in which live 
virus had been found. Thus the 
>icture was not complete as to 
whether the vaccine manufacture 
was going ahead perfectly. 


Speaking to the American Med- 
cal Assn. Dr. Scheel* said the 
control procedure under which the 
government was licensing^ vaccine 
'had failed to provide adequate 


review of this total experience 
with its inconsistencies in the be- 
havior of a new and complex prod- 
uct, now being dealt with in large- 
scale production." 


Cutter Studied 


In the case o£ Cutter Labora- 


tories' vaccine, he said, the gov- 
ernment is still studying "the ex- 
tent to which unique problems 
might account for the probable 
presence of active virus in some 
lots of Cutter material." 


He declared vaccine made by 


four 
manufacturers "has been 


used in approximately five million 
children in 1955 with no untoward 
results." 


It's generally agreed, he said, 


that some cases of polio may be 
expected to occur by coincidence 
after vaccination. 


He said studies "support the hy- 


pothesis that the excess cases 
among individuals vaccinated with 
Cutter material resulted from the 
use of vaccine containing infec- 
tive virus."

,he President said in the com- 
mencement address at his alma 
mater, the U. S. Military Acad- 
emy.

ning of a new effort, Eisenhower 
told an overflow audience in th« 
flag-draped 10,000-seat West Point 
Fieldhouse. 


He called for a "stern determi- 


nation . . . not to be reckless and- 
witless, relaxing our posture mere- 
ly because a persistent foe may 
assume a smiling face and a soft 
voice."

were seated the 469 members of 
the graduating class and the rest 
of .the cadet corps.

person to person. For a time, the 
vaccinated child can be a "car- 
rier" 
of polio virus. 


But this "carrier" state can 


happen to anyone. And the im- 
portant thing, said Salk, is that 
the vaccinated child is a earner 
for less time than the non-vaccinat- 
ed youngster. 


What, in time, is the ideal thing 


to do with the polio vaccine? 


To vaccinate all children possi- 


ble. And to vaccinate mothers-to- 
be, either during or preferably be- 
fore pregnancy, so that they will 
pass polio-fighting antibodies on to 
their 
babies. 
These 
antibodies 


would persist for a while, with 
the children getting the polio vac- 
cination later, by about age 1 year.

The apparent suicide of a 


66-year-old Dixon cement 
plant worker Monday after- 
noon has closed the investiga- 
tion into Sunday's riverbank 
slaying of A l f r e d (Peck) 
Schuler, 40, Dixon, according 
to Lee county authorities. 


The body of Charles Popp, Rt. 


Z, Dixon. was found lying in a pool 
of blood on a concrete floor of the 
double garage adjoining Popp's 
modest home near the Raynor 
Mfg. Co. on Rt. 2. 


He had been shot once through 


the right temple with the .32 cali- 
ber automatic pistol that authori- 
ties found clutched in his hand. 
He was found about 3 p.m. Mon- 
day. 


A bullet from the same gun had 


killed Schuler about 24 hours be- 
fore, according to a ballistics re- 
port late Monday from 
Spring- 


field. 


It was Popp whom authorities | 


questioned Sunday night concern- 
ing the shooting of Schuler. Popp, 
although described by authorities 
as under the influence of liquor at 
the time of the questioning, denied 
shooting the man. Authorities la- 
ter discovered discrepancies m his 
story and had scheduled him for 
further questioning.

said Monday that its contract settlement with Ford Mo- 
tor Co. was for the equivalent of 20 cents an hour 
increase per worker today released the following break- 
down of how it arrived at the figure. 


Prepared by Nat Weinberg, research director for 


the UAW, the UAW breakdown listed: 


1. The annual improvement factor—6.2 cents. This 


yearly raise compensates workers for increased effi- 
ciency obtained from men and machines. 


2. The guaranteed-annual-wage principle, accord- 


ing to the union, or supplementary unemployment com- 
pensation, in the company's phrasing—5 cents. 


3. Increased pension benefits—4.5 cents. 
4. Elimination of wage inequalities, including an 


8-cent-an-hour increase for some skilled categories—1.3 
cents. 


5. Increased health insurance, including "substan- 


tial" benefits for workers—1.2 cents. 


6. Triple pay for holidays—0.8 of 1 cent.

Eggs Doubly True 
In Summertime 


URBANA — The 
old proverb, 


"Don't put all your eggs in one 
basket." applies especially to th« 
poultryman d u r i n g s u m m e r 
months. 


Hens lay eggs with thin shells 


during hot summer months and 
near the end of their production 
year, says D. J. Bray, extension 
poltry specialist at the University 
of Illinois College of Agriculturer 


When you gather 
thin-shelled 


summer eggs, don't put more than 
100 to 125 in one basket. Spread 
the eggs out evenly over the bot- 
tom of the basket so the ones in 
the middle can't roll over and 
crack other eggs. 


As another caution for protecting 


thin-shelled summer eggs f r o m 
breakage, be sure your nests are 
filled with plenty of litter. If your 
nests are built in such a way that 
eggs roll to the front, be sure they 
don't bump solid surfaces or hit 
other eggs in rolling. 


Although increasing the amount 


of calcium in the feed won't cor- 
rect the thin-shelled problem. Bray 
says you should provide plenty of 
oyster shells in the ration to keep 
the problem from getting still 
worse. 


Research indicates that cool 


poultry houses mean s t r o n g e r 
shells. 


Remember, cautions the special- 


ist, summer eggs are more fragile. 
So handle them as if you were 
afraid they might break.

Illinois 
Insect 
Control 


This U the eighth weekly bul- 


letin on the general insect situa- 
tion In Illinois (fruit insects ex- 
cepted), prepared by entomolo- 
gists of the Illinois Natural His- 
tory Survey, University ol Illi- 
nois College of Agriculture, and 
cooperating agencies. These bul- 
letins report current trends hi the 
Insect situation and may require 
local modification, since weather 
conditions materially affect in- 
sect populations. 
Array worms: Infestations of this1 


pest are still rather spotted in the 
triangular area extending roughly 
from St. Louis to Charleston, north 
to Champaign and westward to 
Peoria. Exceptionally rank grains 
and grasses are infested. Examine 
lodged areas in these fields first. 
If armywornis are not present in 
these spots, it is not likely that they 
are present in any numbers in the 
field. Many fields have been treat- 
ed during the past week, and excel- 
lent control has been reported. 


Corn fields adjacent to infested 


fields of grains or grasses that 
have not been treated should be 
checked twice daily. At the first 
signs 
of armyworm 
migration, 


treat a strip in the corn field and a 
strip into the field from which the 
armyworms are migrating. If mig- 
rations are allowed to proceed un- 
checked, com plants will be des- 
troyed rapidly. 


Dieldrin, Vi pounds per acre, or 


toxaphene, l!.i to 2 pounds pel- 
acre, -will readily control this pest. 
Do not apply it, however, to grain 
that will be harvested within 15 
days. 


Corn borer: Development is still 


two weeks earlier than normal. 
Moth emergence in the south third 
of Illinois is now almost complete. 
In the central third, pupation is 
complete, 25 to 50 per cent of the 
moths have emerged, and eggs are 
now being deposited. In the north- 
ern third, pupation is almost com- 
plete, and moth emergence ranges 
from 10 to 25 per cent. 


Moth flight should reach a peak 


during this week or by early next 
week. Although moths now are 
placing eggs on corn, survival of 
the borers that hatch will be very 
low for at least another week or 
10 days Very few fields of com 
will warrant treatment, and these 
are the early-planted ones that are 
quite 
advanced 
compared with 


most fields in the area. Roughly, 
time to treat is 12 to 14 days*after 
first eggs are found hatching in 
the field. This will be about June 
"0. More positive recommendations 
ran be made within another week 
to 10 days. 


With the early development of 


borer and a small acreage of field 
corn susceptible, egg-laying may be 


concentrated In a relativtly few 
advanced fields. In these fields, 
treatment not only will be profit- 
able to the individual, but may also 
aid in holding the borer population 
in the community at a low level. 


Mothers will lay many of their 


eggs on other host plants, such as 
small grains, many vegetables, 
flowers and weeds. If garden sweet 
corn is more matura than other 
corn in the vicinity, many eggs 
will be deposited upon it. Treat 
with DDT at 3- to 5-day intervals 
from the time first tgg masses are 
found hatching until hatching is 
complete. 


Grasshoppers: Hatching of over- 


wintering eggs is almost complete 
in most of the state. Many hoppers, 
still concentrated in fence rows 
and field margins, can readily be 
controlled. Applications of aldrin, 
dieldrin, heptachlor, and toxaphene 
vill control them effectively, and 
only a comparatively small area 
will require spraying. Very soon 
these grasshoppers will migrate, 
and control measures then will be 
necessary over entire fields. 


Continue to observe new seed- 


ngs; and if grasshoppers are abun- 
dant and damage apparent, apply 
insecticide 
control measures to 


prevent serious damage to the new 
slants. 


Chinch bugs: Although the rains 


and humid weather of a week ago 
were of some benefit in reducing 
bug populations, they are still 
abundant in many fields. 


In eastern and central Illinois, 


adults are still present in many 
thin stands of oats. They are lay- 
ing eggs, and tiny red nymphs can 
be found at the base of plants and 
behind leaf sheaths. Observe these 
thin stands closely; and if serious 
damage is occuring, apply dieldrin 
at fi pound per acre. If the grain 
is not being damaged, wait until 
migration, which will not occur 
lor a few weeks, to apply a strip 
treatment, if necessary, in grain 
and corn fields. 


Bean leaf bettle: At present bean 


leaf beetles are feeding extensive- 
ly on newly emerging soybeans, 
but unless complete defoliation is 
imminent, treatment is not neces- 
sary. In extreme cases DDT at 1 
to 1*2 pounds per acre, dieldrin at 
~i pound, or toxaphene at 
IVa 


pounds will control this pest. 


Cutworms: Some damage to corn 


has already occurred. 
Examine 


fields for signs of damage, and if 
necessary apply 2 pounds of toxa- 
phene or *-2 pound of dieldrin per 
acre as a band treatment directed 
at the base of the plants. Use at 
least 20 gallons of finished spray 
per acre. 


Cautions: Before applying insec- 


ticides, read the labels and follow 
all precautions carefully. It not 
only will insure personal safety, 
but will also eliminate insecticide 
residue hazards.

| St. Louis, and Lawrence J. Nor- 
ton, head, department of agricul- 
tural economics, University of Ill- 
inois. 


None of the speakers could see 


any large change in the average 
level of farm prices. Most of them 
believe that average prices of 
farm products will work a little 
! lower over the next few years, 


j mainly because more products are

Eyebrows will not lift perceptibly at the political sooth- 


sayers' newest declaration that Adlai Stevenson appears to 
have the Democratic presidential nomination sewed up for 
1956. They've been saying this for quite a while. 


• -• 
In it has been a pretty sure thing all this time, then ad- 


mittedly it is becoming surer. Sen. Richard Russell of Geor- 
gia one of the 1952 candidates, has taken himself out of the 
1956- contest. So have Senators Symington of Missouri ana 
Kefauver of Tennessee, though with varying language that 
somehow lacks the stamp of finality. 


Two other possible contenders, Governors Harriman of 


New York and Williams of Michigan, have several times indi- 
cated their support of Stevenson's candidacy. Only if he 
were not to make the race would they be available. 
*

* 


And the latest advices from Chicago, seemingly founded 


on word either from Stevenson himself or from someone 
close to him, indicate he is ready to run again. A formal an- 
nouncement is unlikely for some months, but the lack of it 
^meantime is no great cause for doubt. 
t 
Thus we have a picture today of an apparently willing 


candidate with virtually a clear field ahead of him. And his 
party's nominating convention is still more than 14 months 
away.Assuming that nothing occurs in that interval to upset 
the picture, we still do not have to conclude that Democratic 
maneuvers in the time ahead are destined to be deadly, cut 
and dried matters. 
There will be natural interest in the efforts Stevenson 


and his party supporters will make to strengthen his per- 
sonal hold on the American electorate. This is no soft task, 
for all but a few Democratic figures privately concede that 
if President Eisenhower chooses to run again he will be 
tough to beat. 
• 
• * 


There will be interest, too, in the attempt by Stevenson 


and others to find winning issues for the Democrats in 1956. 
Events, of course, may provide striking issues not now on 
the horizon. But if no startling occurrences ruffle the pres- 
ent pattern of peace and prosperity, the Democrats may 
have to scratch frantically for issues that can catapult 
Stevenson into the White House. 


Through most of the months between now and conven- 


tion time, we will probably not know for certain what are 
Mr. Eisenhower's intentions. Naturally this doubt also will 
-heighten interest in the words and deeds of Stevenson. 


For it is widely accepted that the president's withdrawal 


would vastly improve Stevenson's chances of election. And 
a prospective White House occupant is bound to be a little 
exciting, even if he has a runaway race for the nomination. 
The Doctor Says 


Odd Folklore Surrounds 
Beliefs About the Heart 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M.D. 


Since ancient times the heart has, 


been recognized as essential to lif£-,' 
though why and how have* been, 
discovered only comparatively re- 
cently. 


The connection between life and 


the heart has brought about a 
whole lot of superstitions. One an- 
cient Greek superstition, attributed 
to Pliny, asserts that the heart of 
one who died of heart disease could 
not be burned. 


Another popular belief mention- 


ed by Pliny, for which there does 
not appear to be any foundation, is 
that animals with a hard and rigid 
heart are looked upon as stupid 
and lumpish, while those in whom 
the heart is small are courageous 
.and those with very large hearts 
are timid. 


INHABITANTS of the Orkney 


and Shetland Islands are supposed 
to have believed that if any person 
was emaciated by sickness or oth- 
er accidental causes, the heart was 
worn away. They believed that this 
could be discovered by melting a 
piece of lead and throwing it into 
cold writer. If the hardened lead 
took the shape of a heart the per- 
son would recover. 


In the Scottish Highlands a wide- 


spread belief was that insanity was 
caused by a person's heart getting 
out of place due to a sudden shock.' 
It was also felt that another shock 
would bring it back to its former 
position and thus restore the natur- 
al balance. 


SUDDEN SHOCK was therefore 


one of the old remedies for in- 
sanity. This is interesting now to 
recall in the light of the modern 
development of shock treatment for 
certain kinds of menial disease. 


In .the case of sudden death of 


an 
expectant 
mother, a 
belief 


sprang up in Scotland that the 
infant put up its hand and gripped 
the mother's heart. Hiccough was 
at one lime said to be caused by 
nerves in the heart in some people 
and that at every hiccough a drop 
of blood left the heart. 


One man has remarked 
that 


since the heart is regarded as the 
seat of life, soul, wisdom and sim- 
ilar virtues by many primitive 
peoples, savages devour the hearts 
of their enemies so that these qual- 
ities may pass into them. 


A GREAT MANY popular rem- 


edies have been used in the treat- 
ment of various kinds of heart dis- 
ease. Frequently these included the 
hearts of animals, or heart-shaped 
inanimate 
objects. 
There is a 


story about a man who was told' 
by a wise woman that his cattle, 
suffering from pestilence, could be 
cured only if he got the heart of a 
man who did not know his parents, 
dipped it in a bucket of water and 
sprinkled the cattle with the water! 


Shortly after a peddler came by, 


was murdered, his heart taken and 
the cattle cured. Unfortunately, the 
tale goes, the disease was trans- 
ferred to the murderer's family. 


Of course, all of these tales are 


merely superstition and folklore.

conference at the headquarters. 
Other agencies are being told to plan 


at least one release through the information center, just to test the 
operation. 


Queries from the reporters will be relayed to the departments and 


agencies for answers. It will have one big news room, with telephone 
and telegraph facilities for filing stories. 


There will be a press corps of 12 selected men with President Eis- 


enhower at his emergency White House. They will represent the wire 
news services, networks and picture agencies. 
No special corre- 


spondents for individual newspapers will be accredited to tha emer- 
gency White House, which may be at several secret locations. 


The President may move about. But an elaborate communicationi 


network has been set up so that the President can meet with hi» 
cabinet in conference, television phone calls.

Harley Clarke, 
Utility Giant, 
Dies in Home 


CHICAGO UP — Harley L. Clarke. 


73. former president of the 400 
million dollar Utilities Power and 
Light Corporation, from which he 
resigned in 1936. and also once 
prominent in motion picture and 
real estate enterprises, died Fri- 
day, it was disclosed Monday. 


The 
onetime utilities magnate ] 


had a spectacular career in fin- 
ance and his Utilities Power and 
Light held direct control of 50 sub- 
sidiary companies. The firm which 
he founded before World War I 
spread into more than 500 cities 
in the British Isles, four Canadian 
providences and the United States. 


Controlled Fox 


In 1930, with a group of asso- 


ciates Clark gained control of the 
Fox film properties, but in 1932 
t h e y w e n t i n t o receivership. 
Clarke's retirement from the pres- 
idency of his utilities corporation 
occurred at the behest of Atlas 
corporation. New York investment 
trust, which prior to 1936, had 
gained a dominant position in the 
company's control through pur- 
chase of certain securities. Flovd 
B. Odium was head of the Atlas 
corporation. 


After much litigation in federal 


court, a trustee was named for 
the company in 1938 and Judge 
William Holly approved a settle- 
ment in favor of the Atlas corpora- 
tion and Odium. 


Clarke, whose personal fortune 


was once estimated at 60 million 
dollars, in 1937 had retired as 
chairman of the board of the In- 
dianapolis Power and light com- 
pany, an important subsidiary. 


Tax Dispute 


He was involved in income tax 


dispute in the 1930s with the gov- 
ernment which claimed some $400,- 
000 in 1924 and 1925 income taxes, 
penalties and interest. 


In 1939 the 5400,000 Clarke man- 


sion in suburban Evanston was 
sold at auction for 53,486.71. The 
home was in the name of Clark's 
wife. She had scheduled it as 
security on an appeal bond for a 
federal court case involving bank- 
ruptcy proceedings of the Power 
Door Company, of which Clarke 
was once head. When Mrs. Clarke 
failed to pay the $3.486.71 costs 
after the appeal was lost, the 
judgment was entered. The only 
bidder was an attorney for the 
trustee in bankruptcy for the Door 
company. 


Clarke died in his home in sub- 


urban 
Mount Prospect. 
Surviv- 


ing are his widow, Hildur; a 
daughter, Mrs. Hermona Beards- 
lee, and a son, John W. Clarke, 
Hartsdale, N. Y., an electrical en- 
gineer. Private services were held 
Sunday.

Orders 
Integration 


OKLAHOMA CITY <*—The Ok- 


lahoma Board of Regents for High- 
er Education has ordered the in- 
tegration of white and Negro stu- 
dents, at all state-supported col- 
leges. 


The historic order, affecting 18 


colleges, is effective at the start 
of the fall term m September. The 
vote by the board Monday was 
8-1. 


The action is in line with the 


recent U.S. Supreme Court ruling 
that public schools should com- 
plete integration "as soon as feas- 
ible." It also brings to a climax 
an integration process started six 
years ago when the high court 
ordered graduate Negro students 
admitted to Oklahoma colleges. 


Since then enrollment of Negroes 


in the graduate fields has become 
common and there has been no 
adverse reaction. 


Under 
the motion, governing 


boards and presidents of the col- 
leges were authorized to accept en- 
rollment of all Negro students who 
qualify for admission. 


Negro leaders hailed the action 


as the final victory in their fight 
for equal opportunities m higher 
education. 


Gov Raymond Gaiy said the 


Board of Regents had to accept 
integration "The Supreme Court 
has rendered its decision and 
handed down the mandate," he 
said. 


Gary said in common schools 


.desegregation will have to be 
•worked out on a local basis.
